Muslims firms, factorics and enterprises can educate themselves and their 
staff by reading onc hadith at a given time over their intercom Sysicms; 
Ustaads can read with the necessary explanations to their pupils in the 
Madressah situations; 
Those Madressahs which possesses intercom systems can arrange forthe 
reading of ahaadith on a daily basis at a specified time; 
The book can be divided proportionately and included in the various 
levels of madrcssah syllabi;
